PARIS, BERLIN, LONDON 


(From the London Daily Mail) 

The London correspondent of 
the Tagliche Rundschau “has 
thrown down the gauntlet in his 
comments on our Berlin. corres- 
pondent’s recent discovery of 
“Gay Berlin.” Herr Luneberg 
speaks of the dreariness of ‘night 


life” in London, and-describes our - 
pleasures as dear, “narrow,~. and... 


Philistine. Our restaurants and 
cafes are denounced because they 
close their doors half an hour 
after midnight, our railways and 
omnibuses because they cease to 
tun after one o’clock, and our 
Streets because they do not echo 
with the sound of the revelers 
who “won't go home till the 
morning ” 

There is truth in this indictment 
of our German critic. But to say 
that London does not take its plea- 
Sures in the same way as Paris or 
Berlin is only to state the incon- 
trovertible fact that Britons are 
not in the habit of taking them al- 
ways in the public eye. Because 
we prefer to dine at home or at 


' our Clubs; we are accused of hav- ’ 


ing no restaurants to compare 


with ithose: of Berlin. . Because - 


we have little taste for pubtic 
ballrooms and promiscuous dan- 
cing we are suspected of never 
dancing at all, though “if ‘the list 
of private dances were published 
in the newspapers it would cer- 
tainly astound some some of our 
detractors. Because we insist on 
going. to the theatre “in all the 
effulgent glory of cvening dress” 
we are charged with listening “‘pa- 
tiently to the more than doubtful 
artistic treats of the London 
Stage.” ' ats 

The explanation. of this delu- 
sion is very simple. The stran- 
ger who visits London has need 
of some other guide than a cou- 
tier de place, and some other in- 
troduction than a full purse and 
a craving for midnight revelries.

“ Harriss: 


. “Katharine Hale,” the well- 
known literary editor of the lor- 
onto Mail and Empire 1eccntly 
published the following regarding 
the Sheffield Choir, the visit of 
which next week is undoubledly 
the biggest event in Edmonton’s 
musical ‘history: 

Reciprocity—an amiable word 
—has of late stirred up a most un- 


desirable strife between nations. ~ 


Now comes music—‘‘heavenly 
maid’—who allies herself to re- 


ciprocity and proceeds to girdle... 


the’ globe by a .British “‘Red 
Route,.’ singing everywhere songs 
of-the hope-and glory of the Em- 
pire. 

The Sheffield Choir is, at the 
time of writing, making its ap- 
pearance in all the principal cities 
of Canada, and its director and 
organizer, Dr. Charles A. E. Har- 
ris of Ottawa, says: 

‘“‘Musical reciprocity around the 
Empire is three-fold in its mission, 
namely: Music-making, Business- 
making and Empire-making. As 
regards Music-making, it appeals 
to the sympathies and stimulates 
the senses. As regards Business, 
it induces a body of business men, 
through a love of Music, to travel 
the Empire, there to discuss with 
the Boards of Trade and Cham- 
bers of Commerce speedier means 
of trade expansion between the 


‘ -Mother Country:and‘her overseas 
‘Dominions. :"As. concerning .the 


Empire, -musical reciprocity en- 


ables us to-get.in:touch with our 


kith and kin of the new worlds, 
and our pilgrimage _through..the 
respective countries of Canada, 
Australia, New Zealand, Tasmania 
and South Africa, reveals to us our 
Empire as it really is. 

I was much interested in the 
principal: works given by the choir 
and orchestra: Elgar's ‘‘The 
Dream of Gerontius,” and “Pan” 
a Symphonic Choric Idyl,, by Dr. 
No more directly oppo- 
site musical ideas could well be 
imagined. One the story of a 
Catholic soul winning his way 
through Purgatory to Paradise, a 
soul ina fright, interrupted by the 
celestial chorus of angels of 
priests, demons and the guardian 
angel with whom he comes into 
the veiled presence of God. And 
the other a purely pagan tran- 
scription of .the life of nature, on 
the theme of Pan and the birth of 
music. 

. You remember the = story of 
Syrinx, “the tameless maiden”’, 
who was pursued by Pan and 
sought refuge in a stream where 
Diana turned her into a reed. And 
how the baffled god called to her 
so urgently that she answered, 
and evermore ber voice has been 
the music ot the flute. 

There are some excellent pass- 
ages in this Symphony, especially 
where Pan. seeking his love, bends 
down to bind the reeds, blows a- 
cross the hollow stems, and finds 
that he*has discovered Her again. 
A a piping is heard—the 
bare fifth and the octave. Out 
of these grows a quaint pastoral 
melody, given to the oboe in the 
orchestra. And so Pan’s song, 
in which he makes to mankind the 
gift of music to comfort them Ir 
all their mortal days, is very skill- 
fully cast in the fashion of the 
first normal expression in the art 
of pastoral music. 

After pursuing the labarynthine 
ways of a most complex basement, 
1 stumbled up a dark little stair- 
way and into a bare sitting-room 
eveidently pertaining to the solo- 
ists of the Sheffield Choir, who 
were having an animated discuss- 
ion, to judge by a medley of stri- 
dent voices. 1! was met by acom 
bination of haughty British stares, 
{o which 1 returned a welcoming 
Canadian smile. Precisely at this 
moment a sanguine and much- 
hurried little gentleman rushed in 
from another direction and ap- 
proached me with a delightful un- 
conventionality. “Goodness! How 
hot you Canadians keep your 
halls!’ We are nearly dead in 
these dressing rooms.” 

It was Dr. Henry Coward. 

“Tell, me things about your 
tour,”’ 1 asked. 

“Well,” he answered, ‘‘I don’t 
know. that there is.much to tell. 
Here we are, you see, and in no 
spirit of vain-glory either. °

Noel is one of the 
soloists with the Sheffield Choir 
and'a vigorous type of the English 
woman who allows nothing to in- 
interfere with her “career.”’ Eng- 
lish women are much more inde- 
pendent and unconventional than 
either Americans or Canadians, 
and the joy of travel is born in 
them. The youngest daughter of 
Lord Gainsborough, whose an- 
cestral home at Exton Park is one 
of the most beautiful of English 
historic mansions, Lady Norah 
Noel is a clever musician and ‘has - 
studied under the best masters in 
Florence and Dresden. She fs ac- 
companied by her brother, Lord 
Campden, who is an attache to 
the British legation at Christiania 
when he is not girdling the globe 
on musical reciprocity bent. 


Coming With Chevalier 


After considerable negotiation, 
Frederic Shipman has secured Ed- 
na Blanche Showalter, the Amer- 
ican soprano, for the Albert Che- 
valier tour of Western Canada. 
Miss ‘Showalter is only twenty- 
two, but she has already been ac- 
laimed by musical critics as the 
‘Melba of To-morrow.” — Her 
rise has been remarkably rapid, 
for a few years ago she was ab- 
solutely unknown to the musical 
world. How one opportunity 
leads to another is exemplified 
in Miss Showalter’s career. Her 
first opportunity came when she 
was engaved for the Grand Opera 
‘“Paoletta,” produced at Cincin- 
nati under the auspices of the O- 
hio Valley Exposition. . Miss 
Showalter alternated the leading , 
role with Mme. de Pasquali of the 
Metropolitan Opera and scored 
instant and complete — success.

Sir Ernest Clarke, the Chatr- 
man of the Folk-Song Society, 
lecturing March 11 before the 
London Section of the Incorpor- 
ated Society of Musicians, said the 
curious point in connection with 
songs that had made history was 
that they were, more often than 
not, written by men who had no 
other claim to immortality. It 
was almost in the nature of things 
that such songs should be pro- 
duced when men’s minds were 
greatly agitated, and their blood 
stirred by events that appealed to 
their emotions, and especially to 
their patriotism. | Such a song 
was ‘When the King enjoys his 
own again,’ written by Martin 
Parker, the most celebrated bal- 
lad maker of Stuart limes, but no 
one knew who the composer wai, 
Invented: to support ‘the declining 


-interests of Charles: 1, the song 


kept up the spirits of the Cavaliers 
during the Commonwealth period, 
and promotéd” the® restoration of 
Charles’ son. At the revolution 
of 1688 it was a favorite with the 
Stuart adherents, and it served to 
keep alive the Jacobite enthusi- 
asm in every corner of Great Bri- 
tain down to the reign of George 
III. 

The oldest Welsh melody ex- 
fant was ‘Morva Rhyddlan,’ com- 
posed in 795; and after many 
hundred years Evan James, an ob- 
scure schoolmaster, wrote some 
words which were now known as 
the Welsh National Anthem, — At 
a mass meeting in Wales to cele- 
brate the end of the South African 
War very few knew ‘God Save 
the King,’ but ‘The Land of My 
Fathers’ was rendered with im- 
mense enthusiasm. .: os 

In Scotland the earliest of the 
songs which had made_ history 
were connected with the risings of 
1715 and 1745. One such song, 
‘Hey Tuttie Tatie,’ supposed to 
imitate the rub-a-dub of a drum, 
acquired a tune which was after- 
wards set to Burns’ stirring lyric, 
‘Scots Wha Hae!’ aa 

A contention was always going 
on between the three divisions of 
the United Kingdom ‘as to the 
original nationality of many of 
our national airs. The words of 
‘Auld Lang Syne’ were by Burns, 
‘but the music. was adapted from 
the opera of ‘Rosina,’.by William 
Shield, ithe Englishman. — Scot- 
land, in revenge, alleged that the 
tune of. ‘The Wearing. of the 
Green’ was adapted from an air 
by James Oswald, a Caledonian 
composer... ‘Rule’ Brilannia’ was 
written by a Scot, James Thom- 
son, and composed by an English- 
man, Thomas Arne. ‘Home, 
Sweet Home’ was set by a Lon- 


‘doner,: Sir Hy. Bishop, to words 


‘by an American, John’ Howard 
Payne. But if ‘The Wearing of 


the Green’ might owe something — 


of its tune to Scotland, its words 
were the outpouring of an anony- 
mous street ballad writer during 
the Irish rebellion of 1789. 
Songs had many changes. 
Ralph Tomlinson, the President 
of the Anacretonic Club, which 
met at the Crown and Anchor Ta- 
vern, in the Strand, wrote an ode 
‘To Anacreon in Heav’n,’ which 
John Stafford Smith set to music, 
some time before 1788. Nothing 
happened till September, 1814, 
when Francis Scott Key, a young 
American Lawyer, watched the 
bombardment of Baltimore by a 
the song beginning, ‘O say, can 
you see by the dawn’s early light,’ 
now known as ‘The Star Spangled 
Banner.’ The music to this was 
nothing less than Stafford Smith’s 
old convivial glee, “lo Anacreon 
in Heay’n,’ so that the most gen- 
erally known and esteemed Amer- 
ican patriotic song was an English 
composition. Again, ‘Yankee 
Doodle’ .was written to ridicule 
the American Colonial Militia 
raised to help the British against 
the French, and the tune has been 
claimed as Dutch, German, Span- 
ish, and Hungarian, but was prob- 
ably an old English dancing tune. 
The question of having a 
marching song for use in the [rit- 
ish army had of late come prom- 
inently into notice, but this was 
not a new idea, as was shown hy 
the history of ‘The Marseillaise.’ 
Before the Terror Marie Antoin- 
ette used to sing to the Dauphin 
in his. cradle a popular song 
known as ‘Malbrook s’en va-t-en 
guerre,’ which has got mixed up 
in some obscure wav with our 
great general, Marlborough, and 
was freely {ranslated into English

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The. first glimpse of Viterbo, 
girt by her marvellously preserved 
Lombard walls, far down in the 
valley, burst upon me at the-end 
of an easy two hours’ motor run 
through the dreary, wild Roman 
Campagna. A surfeit of art-had 
driven me from the Eternal City 
to dip into the strange drama of 
real life, sordid and polluted, but 
throbbing with human_ interest, 
that is being unrolled day by. day 
at Viterbo. The very country.be- 
tween Rome and Viterbo seems 
attuned to the spirit of the Ca- 
morra trial; fierce and fear-inspir- 
ing. The few people encounter- 
ed on the wretched road Jooked 
like brigands, sinister of: aspect, 
picturesquely rough and rugged. 
The weirdness of it all reached a 
climax when ata_ considerable 
height we-passed through an in- 
fernal region of sulphur and brim- 
stone, a mile or so of volcanic ex- 
halations. 


Then came the swift descent of 
some 1,600 feet into the compact 
city, past the prison guarded by 
soldiers and gendarmes, through 
an ancient gate into the narrow- 
est of mediaeval streets of half- 
decayed: palaces. At the end of 
it was a small market-place a- 
buzz with life and the chatter. of 
many exciled tongues and ablaze 
with a riot of colour; at one side 
of the square the handsome fa- 
cade of the seventeenth-century 
church which now serves as Court 
of Assizes. 

It all passed: by-me like a flash, 
and a moment fater I found myself 
looking down from the tribune 
ot the north transept upon. the 
amazingly strange scene. _ Oppo- 
tite, in the south transent, flank- 
ed and backed by carabinieri and 
officers, rose the farious iron cage 
with its four rows cf prisoners; 
beside it, and a little forward, the 
smaller, now empty, cage reserved 
for ie accuser; whcre ihe high 
altar stood of vore, ‘the judicial 
bench, presided over by the beard- 
ed judge; in the transept below 
me, the jury; and in the nave, first 
the desks and benches of couii- 
sel and solicitors, and further back 
{he serried ranks of the unprofes- 
sional audience. Above the ve- 
larium stretched across choir and 
nave could be clearly seen the ex-

The buzz of voices dies down 
suddenly.

A final 
outburst of throat-clearing and 
spitting in nave and transepls— 
jurymen, prisoners, lawyers, and 
audience joining in the revolting 
chorus and in the two-fold dese- 
cration of church and hall of jus- 
tice.

He has no notes, but he never 
contradicts himself. He is never 


at a loss for words or facts. There. 


is no break in the even flow of 
his polished sentences: until it ‘s 
cut short by a sudden uproar 
which emanates from the lawyers’ 
benches: a scene of wild excite- 
ment, mabe bod) shouting anid 
gesticulating wildly, and apparent- 
‘ly bullying the judge, who how- 
ever, does not allow his temper 
to be rufiled. 

Indeed, the judge and Abate- 
maggio are the only calm per- 
sons in court.. The accuser does 
not flinch for a moment under 
the violence of the storm that his 
words have raised. He looks 
calmly upon the shouting lawyers, 
twists his moustache—and waits 
tor the judge to restore order. 
Then he continues his recital a- 
bout the doings of the Camorra 
as dispassionately as if he were 
lecturing before an assembly of 
science ‘students. 

“When do you think he will 
finish? ? | asked an Italian report- 
er. 

“Chilo sa? He has spoken all 
day long yesterday, and, as you 
know, to-day. And it is not like. 
ly that he will get through it be- 
fore to-morrow afternoon.” 

Abatemaggio was still speak- 
ing when I left Viterbo, late in 
the afternoon, for Orviet. He 
seemed to me the real hero of 
that strangely undramatic drama. 
His restrained and quiet manner 
had invested the unsensational 
proceedings with an interest far 
greater than the temporary ex- 
citement of turbulent scenes.

The. Free Press had the follow- 
ing notice:. Edmonton has every 
reason to be proud of the show- 
ing made last night by the six 
clever amateurs who. represented 
the Edmonton Amateur Dramatic 
club. Appearing ina play that 
even when presented by such dis- 
linguished professionals as Isabel 
Irving and the fine company that 
surrounded her, was criticised be- 
cause of its paucity of action, the 
Edmonton players gave a per- 
formance that was at all times 
satisfactory.-and:.sometimes ..even 
brilliant. “The Tyranny of 
Tears” is really nothing-more than 
talk, much .of it exceedingly cle- 
ver and full of keen repartee and 
biting satire. Chopped into four 
acts, all of which’ take place in 
the same. setting, -it tells a pretty 
story which: helps decidedly to 
maintain the interest of-the audi- 
-ence, but it is-a.somewhat -:severe 
tax on amateurs .who often -find 
it exceedingly difficult to hold. a 
sitting’ or standing, position while 
delivering themselves of long- 
winded rations. .There ‘were 
many misgivings on the part of 
those who wished well-to. the Ed- 
monton club when its choice ‘of 
play was.announced, but they all 
disappeared before the “first. act 
had been concluded -last ‘night. 

All six. members : of : the .com- 
pany’showed-an “intelligent grasp 
of the play-and-made their. poinis 
‘easily: and naturally, perhaps: al- 
most too naturally, as a little: more 
vivacity: and abandon would. un- 
doubtedly have brightened the ac- 
tion and .lessened<the sameness 
“against which even clever profes- 
sionals had to struggle. .A_parti- 
cularly noticeable feature of the 
performance was the splendid e- 
nunciation and the naturally good 
speaking voices of all the com- 
pany. At times. there was a. ten- 
dency to lower.the voices unduly 
that might easily: have been over- 
come had those on the stage real- 
ized this slight shortcoming. . This 
was particularly noticeable on the 
part of Miss Seymour as. “Mrs. 
Parbury,” who also tripped a lit- 
tle in her lines once or twice, due 
no doubt to nervousness. Apart 
from this her role was intelligent- 
ly and carefully taken. A.E. Nash 
as “Mr. Parbury,”’ proved an ex- 
cellent leading man, letter perfect 
in his lines, which he delivered 
with fine intonation and a natural 
easy manner. He has a tendency 
‘at limes to clip his words, which 
is probably his natural manner of 
speaking, but-his enunciation is 
quite clear‘and his accent has just 
-the touch of English needed for 
the part. 

To Mrs. A. B: Watt, in the fine 
role of ‘‘Misss Hyacinth Wood- 
ward,’’ the indispensable secretary 
and the thirteenth daughter of a 
poor clergyman, must undoubted- 
ly be awarded the honors of the 
performance. The assurance and 
finish of her acting is equalled by 
the cliarm and carrying power of 
her well modulated voice. Na- 
turally quiet and restrained in her 
method, she proved to have a 
store of vivacity which she used 
with dainty effect when it was 
called for. £. Reynolds is a natur- 
al and capable juvenile, with a 
keen sense of humor and. the 
somewhat rare ability to make 
humorous points tell without 
straining. S. R.-Farquharson con- 
tributed a pleasing character study 
of the fussy-old' Colonel Armitage, 
always.in search-of a word to ex- 

ress his meaning, while H. L. 
illiams made all there was to be 


~ made of a few good lines and 


some rather clever business as the 
butler. On the whole it may be 
said that the Edmonton players 
proved a surprise, and they were 
rewarded with enthusiastic ap- 
plause at the close. 


The Telegram 

The Telegram said: The great 
event of the evening was the pro- 
duction of a delightful English 
comedy which is probably destined 
fo be a classic, “The Tyranny of 
Tears,” which was done in Eng- 
land by Sir Charles Wyndham and 
in America by Mr. H. Reeves 
Smith. The authorship of “The 
Tyranny of Tears” is published as 
that of Haddon Chambers, but it 
has always” been. suspected that 
another and abler man had a hand 
in.the play. Haddon Chambers 
hefore and since has been a writer 
of teladcamas of which “Captain 


Swift” was the most successful. 


It is singular that a dramatist cap- , 


able of the social satire and de- 
lightfully witty dialogue to be 
found in this piece should have 
devoted the rest of his life to 
much coarser. work. 


When ‘The Tyranny of Tears” 
was first produced in London, the 
late. Oscar:.Wilde had but lately 
gone to prison, and all the brilli- 
ant-plays which bear his name.and 
which have recently been revived 
had been withdrawn from ~ the 
boards. The story was ‘told that 
itsvas Wilde’ who ‘devised the story 
of “The Trranny of Tears” and 
that-.at the time of his arrest and 
incarceration he had sketched out 
most of the dialogue. It was stat- 
ed that Haddon Chambers was 
engaged for the mere mechanical 
business of putting the material 
into shape for production. For 
the truth. of this story the writer 
cannot vouch, but internal evid- 
ence favors the theory involved. 
_ The play is a most delicate sa- 
tire on married life and a light and 
fragile theme is made the vehicle 
of a deal of wit, philosophy and 
genuine sentiment. Its action 
deals with the little jars, the little 
selfishnesses of married men and 
women. To tell the story in de- 
tail would give but little idea of 
the charm of the play. Its beauty 
lies rather .in its felicity of char- 


acterization than in any robust: 


theatrical. episodes. A nervous 
novelist and-essayist, Clement Par- 
bury, -finds that. after the. sweets 
of the honeymoon are over he has 


married a chit, who.is jealous-not 


only of his work, in which she 
cannot assist him, but of the 
woman secretary who is of real 
assistance. . She catches this a- 
manuensis (the poverty-stricken 
daughter of a country parson with 
a multitude of children) kissing 
her husband’s photograph. She 
orders the young person’s dismis- 
sal and uses tears as her weapon 
to attain her ends in this case as 
in all others where her will con- 
flicts with that of her husband. 
The secretary rebels, and the hus- 


band rebels, but the tyranny of ~ 


tears in the end triumphs, though 
not hefore-a husband of most 
agreeable character has been 
found for the secretary. Thus all 
ends happily, though it leaves the 
audience in very grave doubt as 
to whether there is any future for 
Parbury as a novelist. 


The piece is one that requires 
the utmost finesse of its-interpret- 
ers. It was astonishing to find 
that far-away Edmonton, the last 
of the new cities of Canada, could 
provide so excellent'a production. 


One of the eastern visitors ex- ‘ 


pressed the opinion that it was 
probably the best that has beea 
given since Earl Grey decided to 
establish his trophy competitions 
with the exception of the produc- 
tion of Bernard Shaw's “Candida? 
by the Beverley Robinson Players 
ot Toronto, to whom John Car- 
bis of New York awarded tie 
trophy of 1909. The two really 
important roles of the piece were 
done with a skill that entitled 
them to criticism under the best 
professional standards. 


The Parbury of Mr. A. E. Nash 
was so capital in its delineation 
of moods, in mordant humor and 
in personal distinction that it was 
difficult to. believe that he was 
not a newcomer from the admir- 
able and clean-cut school of epi- 


grammatic comedians which tiow 


graces the London stage. 

In the role of the secretary ott 
which the .author of this piece, 
whoever he is, has bestowed many 
delightful and effective speeches, 
Mrs. Balmer Watt, one of the best 
known of Canadian newspaper 
women, showed not only a high 
order of intelligence and humor, 
but in the scene where the strong- 
minded girl bursts into tears, a 
true imaginative mimetic _ gift. 
The role of the tearful wife was 
hardly so well done by Miss Sey- 
mour, but it is understood that 
she undertook the part at the last 
moment to fill the place of a 
young lady who could not come 
to Winnipeg. «Mr. S. R. Farqu- 
harson, as a'rakish old colonel of 
the conventional. type in British 
comedy, was richly amusing and 
correct in bearing. . Mr. E. Rey- 
nolds was. agreeable in manner 
and capably made his points ‘as 
Parbury’s. cynical young friend

tary. Mr. H. L. Williams did a 
fine “bit” as the servant. 
The fact that’ the whole’ play is 


in one scene rendered its_staging 


comparatively easy. ._ Therefore 
minor details like the production 
of what were obviously local pa- 
pers instead of English ones easily 
obtainable seemed a'serious over- 
sight. Nevertheless, it surpassed

The Price of Western Lands 


No subject is discussed in the 
West with greater earnestness and 
abilitv than the price of land, whe- 
ther it be high-priced main-street 
corner lots, new city sub-divisions, 
undeveloped townsites, or farm 
lands. The price of land is the 
hourly theme. Reciprocity isn't 
a decent rival. Even the weather 
and the crops rank in secondary 
though somewhat related posi- 
tions... Every citizen is a buyer 
and seller of land—potentialiy at 
ieast. 

Indeed. to every Canadian, 
whether he lives in the West or 
the East, the price of Western 
land is an interesting and import- 
ant topic. The price of Western 
land is the barometer of Canada’s 
expansion. Bank clearings. post- 
office receipts. and Customs house 
‘eturns show the growth of the 
cities and towns; but the price of 
land indicates Canada's inheri- 
tance of the twentieth century. 

There is no more striking fea- 
‘ure in our recent development 
than the rise in the price of West- 
ern lands during the past ten 
vears.

P. R. lands rise 
from $2.50 an acre to an average 
of $15 an acre, and has seen the 
quantity for sale diminish from 
twenty-five million acres to seve; 
and a half millions. Surely his 
opinion should be of value. 

“Are the Western lands nearly 
all gone? was my first simple 
question. x 

Fo answer Mr. Griffin produc- 
ed the Department of Interior’s 
map for 1909, and that for 1910, 
ind asked me to compare them. 
ile showed me that ten million 
aerés had changed from white to 


colour last year; showing that: 
they had passed into the hands of 


~ private owners.’ He pointed out: 
‘that if 


the same progress was 
maintained in 1911 there would 
le scarcely any free fand left in 
{he prairie provinces south of a 
line drawn from Prince Albert to 
Edimonton. What will be left 
will be broken and timbered stret- 
ches, and a few small portions 
unfit for cultivation. 

“And after that?’ I asked. 

“After that,” said Mr. Griffin, 
“the incoming settler must go far- 
ther north or buy his land at a 
cash valuation. South of the 
boundary line good land is worth 
at least S60 an acre; here it is sell- 
ing from $12 to $40. The rise 
in values must continue until pri- 
ces are equalised.”’ 

Mr. Griffin put on his spectac- 
les and again turned to the two 
maps. “Note,” said he, “how 
few bad spots there are in this 
great stretch of country. The 
whole district is almost evenly 
good, if one may judge from the 
way the land has been taken up. 
It is marvellous.”’ 

“What has been ihe average 
increase in the price of farm lands 
in the past twelve months?” 
was the next question. 

“| should judge it to be about 
twenly per. cent. :And_ there 
seems little reason to doubt that 
the increase in 1911 will’be great- 
er than that of 1910. The num 
ber of new settlers will be great- 
er, and the supply is gradually 
diminishing.” 

“And what about townsites?”’ 

“That depends,’ was the wary 
answer. “The growth of the a- 
gricultural population means the 


growth of cities and towns. That. 


cannot be denied. Some towns 
will do better than others. We 
are putting a lot of townsites on 
the market along our new branch 
nes, and there is a good demand 
for the lols. We offer them first 
by auction, figuring that to be the 
fairest way. Town and city lots 
are a good investment if properly 
bought, There may be more 
chance of going wrong than in 
buying farm lands, but in some 
cases the profits will be greater. 
Our town lot sales for March a- 
mounted to $250,000. . The fu- 
ture of the West is assured, and 
the. careful investor will reap a 
rich reward.”

THE CALENDAR 

We have had the advantages of 
the metric system pointed out ,to 
us for many years back. The 
Dominion government sent Prof. 
MacLennan of Toronto: Univer- 
sity through the West some years 
ago to arouse an interest in its 
adoption. 

There is no question — that it 
would be a tremendous advantage 
but Canada could hardly be ex- 
pected to make a move in ad- 
vance of Great Britain and the 
United States. 

The former shows little dispo- 
sition {to do anything. The 
enormous labor that the change 
would involve in connection with 
trade and industry is, of course, 
rather appalling, but the eventual 
saving would soon< repay all the 
immediate trouble and expense. 

There are plenty of things that 
need reforming. One of these 
is the calendar and the govern- 
ment of the Old Land has actually 
taken this proposition up along 
with {hose of other countries. 

The objects of the proposed 
changes are to regulate the quar- 
ters of the year, to adjust the day; 

of the year, to adjust the days 
of the week and of.:the month, 
and to fix as a permanent dale 
Easter Day, and ithe Bank Holi- 
days, feasts, financial visitations 
dependent upon it, so that nobody 


henceforth will have ‘to use the 
abstruse and almost unintelligible 
tables of the Prayer-book. 

These are the proposals of the- 
Calendar Reformers: 

The first day of the year will! 
be a Bank Holiday called New 
Year's Day, but.it is .not..to.be.a 
day of the-wetek ‘or nf the month 
or quarter. ‘This leaves for the 
rest of the year 364 days, whey 
divide exactly into four equ! 
juarters of 91 days each and into 
52 weeks of seven days each. 

Each quarter will contain e>- 
actly thirteen weeks, divided into- 
two months of thirty days each 
and one of thirty-one days. 

The ordinary quarter days will* 
not be interfered with, and special 
provisions, as in the Calendar Act. 
1750, will preserve days of pay-- 
ment, delivery of goods, expira- 
tion of leases, ets., and coming of 
age, 

Starting in 1912, Easter Sun- 
day and all the movable fasts, 
feasts, and dates dependent. upon 
it will be fixed so as to fall in: 
every year on the same day of the- 
same month, as well as on the 
same day of the week. April 14 
will then and -always‘we Easter 
Sunday. Christmas. Day, Decem- 
her 25, will always be-on a Mon- 
day. Each day-.of the month will, 
always fall on the same day of the 
week. j 

To provide for Leap Year, one: 
other Bank Holiday, to be called 
Leap Year Day, in leap Year will 
he inserted between June 34 and_ 
July. It will not be a day of 
the week, month or quarter. 

The proposals have now been 
reduced to a bill now before the: 
House of Commons, which has 
heen introduced by Mr. Robert 
Pearce, M. P., of daylight-saving 
fame.

It appears, from 
an intimation posted. up on the 
glass door of the post office, that 
some person or persons have sent 
complaints to the post office in- 
spector at Calgary. of the circum- 
stances at this place in connection 
with the Sunday distribution of 
mail matter for the benefit of box 


_.. folders. Everyone knows. that... 
= the distribution of post office;mat- 


ter other than “handling outgoing 
or incoming mails is not compul- 
sory on the part of either the lo- 
cal post master or his assistants 
since the recent attitude assumed 
by the department at Ottawa 
came into effect. Nevertheless 
there are many. who while in ac- 
cord with the agitation for a bet- 
ter-observance of the Lord’s Day, 
think that the promoters. of that 
Act are becoming too arbitrary. in 


' the cause they espouse. Be this 


as it may, the Sunday mail distri- 
bution for box and drawer hold- 
ers at the post office is now as 
much a closed deal for them as 
for those who receive their mail 
by wicket delivery. Several are 
curious to know who the com- 
plainants were, while one or two 
affirm they could trace the “busy 
body,” as they term him to _his 
own door-step.—Pincher Creek 
Echo. 


BOGUS NOBILITY 


Despite great pretensions, there 
are not many families which can 
go back more than a very few 
generations without coming _ to 
very lowly surroundings. — This 
well known \fact should certainly 
serve to bring home the artificial- 
ity Of “most distinctions among 
persons that do not rest on the 
solid *-worth of the individual. 
Some weeks ago the illustrated 
papers were full of the christen- 
ing of the heir of Earl Fitzwilliam. 
This is what London Truth has to 
sayiof the incident: 

“One is reminded forcibly of 
Thackeray’s ‘“‘Hogyn .Mogyn of 
the Hundred Beeves, the ancestor 
of Sir Alfred de Mogyns (former- 
ly< «(Muggins),;-when one reads 
that..at. the christening of Lord 
Fitzwilliam’s son one ‘of the fam- 
ily relics displayed was a Norman 
scarf, which had been given by 
William: the Conqueror.to an an- 
cestor of the family after the bat- 
tle of Hastings! It is well known 
that the ancient Yorkshire family 
of Fitzwilliam of Sprotborough 
became extinct early in the reign 
of ‘Henry VIII, when their estate 
passed tt through heiresses) to the 
Copleys and the Saviles. The 
ancestor of Lord Fitzwilliam was 
Alderman Sir William Fitzwil- 
liam, a wealthy London merchant 
in the reign of Queen Elizabeth, 
and when he wanted to find a 
pedigree the obliging Heralds 
managed, by some hocus-pocus, 
to connect him with the well- 
known Yorkshire family, but ‘he 
really had no more to do with 
them than with the De Veres or 
the Howards.” 


A writer in the Edinburgh Re- 
view discusses the possibility that 
we would not have to go back 
very far to discover a relation- 
ship with almost anybody. He 
says:
